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DETAILED ACTION 

Restriction 

1 . Applicant's election with traverse of Group II in the reply filed on 06/05/2008 is 
acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that the prior art does not contain all of the 
limitations of Claim 38 or 39. Specifically, Formula 5a (taught in French, et al, J Heterocyclic 
Chem, 1998) lacked either group 1 or 2. Therefore, the claimed inventions maintain a single 
general inventive concept. After careful consideration, the Examiner finds the Applicant's 
arguments persuasive and removes the restriction of 05/05/2008. However, a new restriction is 
required. 

2. Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which are not 
so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a 
single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 38-43, 46-65, and 67, drawn to a composition of Formula I or Formula II, 
wherein X 2 is bound to carbon 3 of the propene chain. 

Group II, claim(s) 38-60 and 63-67, drawn to a composition comprising Formula I or Formula II, 
wherein X 2 is not bound to carbon 3 of the propene chain. 

Group III, claim(s) 68, drawn to a method of treating and/or preventing various pathologies with 
a composition comprising a derivative of Formula I or Formula II. 

The inventions listed as Groups I-III do not relate to a single general inventive concept under 
PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: the prior art teaches an embodiment of Formula I. 
Vanstone, et al (US Patent 4,190,671, 1980), discloses 4'-carboxymethoxy-4-sulphochalcone 
(Example 22, col 16, line 19). The disclosed compound reads on Formula I, wherein: 
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Xi = -Gi-Ri wherein Gi is O and Ri is CH 2 COOR6 (group 1), wherein Re is H 
X 2 = -H 

X 3 = R 3 , wherein R 3 is H 
X 4 = -S0 3 H 
X 5 = -H 

The compound claimed in Vanstone, et al., contains all the limitations of Formula I. The instant 
application no longer maintains a special technical feature and unity of invention is broken. 

Election of Species

Vanstone, et al (US Patent 4,190,671, 1980), discloses 4'-carboxymethoxy-4-sulphochalcone 
(Example 22, col 16, line 19). The disclosed compound reads on Formula I, wherein: 

XI = -Gl-Rl wherein Gl is O and Rl is CH2COOR6 (group 1), wherein R6 is H 
X2 = -H 

X3 = R3, wherein R3 is H 
X4 = -S03H 
X5 = -H 

The compound claimed in Vanstone, et al., contains all the limitations of Formula I. The instant 
application no longer maintains a special technical feature and unity of invention is broken. 

6. Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include (i) an 
election of a species or invention to be examined even though the requirement may be traversed 
(37 CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims encompassing the elected invention.
